I heren l(h return tbe bill entitled, "An 


Ordinance for tbe election of a commis- 
sion for the construction of a new oily 
hall or memorial building," to ycu, with 
my objections to its becoming a law. 
While on the face of the bill It earites a 
very plausible appearance, and one not 
familiar with its Uitention would natiur- 
ally think It waa all right, yet I cau see 
defeat to the whole project pictured all 
through it. 
Flrat, the reasons given why it origi- 
nated, to wit 
That proceedings were 
not open and above board,—do not now 
nor have they ever existed. 
Secondly, It U in direct conflict to votes 
already passed by the City Government, 
and 
I lie statute laws of the State of 
Maine, and, if ciu i led out, would be In 
danger of plunging the cltv into serious 
litigation. You nave already voted, nuk- 
ing the present board permanent. On 
May 10, 1892, }our committee rk>por-,ed 
favorablv on the advisability of uting ihe 
Hersev Fund for building a new city ball; 
report signed by Chairman F O Bt-al, 
Aldermen Voik and Davis, Cuunclluen 
Smiley, Manaur and Baichelder. 
The aame day, you passed the follow ng 
vote: "Ordered tiiat the committee ap- 
pointed to inquire Into the feasibility of 
erecting a citv hall;, be, and the same are 
hereby authorised to procure plans £ ud 
specifications and such other information 
at they think advisable with reference to 
nuch erection, and aubinit to the City 
Government as early as possible.' 
Next, your committee jeported of ^he 
progress of the work on city hall matters, 
report signed by Chairman F. O. Be-aJ, 
Aldermen "iork and Davis, Councilmen 
Smiley, BatLbelder and Mansur. 
July 8th, committee reported, recom- 
mending plans of J. C. Spofford, and ex- 
pressing regrets that our locitl architect 
was unable to fiirnish u£ with some of 
his work. 
Beport signed by Chairman 
F. O. Beat, Aldermen York and Davis, 
Councilmen Smiley and Batchclder. 
1 he same day, the City Government 
passed an order adopting thf plans made 
by J C. bpofford. 
On August 16th, the 
City Government passed an order direct- 
ing the committee to effect s lease, at 
once of a certain piece of land to place the 
old city hall upon while the new one was 
being built. 


So it will be seen that whatever the 
committee ha\e done was with the full 
knowledge and consent of the whole City 
Government. 


Now, what have your committee done? 
The first thing to do was to ascertain if 
we could legally use the Hersey Fund. 
This they did, and reported to you in the 
affirmatlve. Later, tbe trustees declined 
to give up the money, and an appeal 
was taken to the Court, the Court 
fully sustaining tbe position taken by 
the committee. Tbe next thing was to 
ascertain how large a building was neces- 
sary in order to have the offices all In the 
Columbia Street flat, that they might be 
handy for doing business, rbia was done 
and plnns made accordingly. Then It was 
found by the plans that we could pat the 
entire police department in the basement, 
where they are practically isolated from 
the other departments. We also had two 
large front rooms left, which the city can 
occupy if they wish, or can rent and ra- 
•celve a revenue from. 
Then, going to the next floor above 
Columbia Street, We find we bave room 
for a hall somewhat larger than Norom- 
beica. It will seat about eleven hundred 
In the body of the hall and about six hun- 
dred in the gallerv, and leaving four 
suites of rooms on the Hammond Street 
front, which can be used by the City, "if 
needed, or .can be rented. Over these 
rooms, and on the aatoe level of the g&l- 
leries, is a {banquet and a concert hall, 
whieh can be used on occasions when the 
large one would be too large. 
These plans were accepted by your com- 
mittee, and !n turn, by yon. Thcv were 
examined by a large number of the citi- 
zens, all of whom were pleased with them; 
so ninch so that It was generally believ- 
ed that it would cost from (150,000 to 
4175,000. In fact, i the opposition still 
insist upon It that the plans .call for a 
much nicer building than It If believed 
can be built for that money. 
This la the best recommendation we 
could poasiblv have for our plans. 
Mow, 
if your committee can get a building built 
for 8100,000, that 
everybody thinks, 
would cost nearly double that, the city 
should and would be the gainer. We 
know we can do it, as we have four re- 
sponsible bids within less than five thou 
sand dollars of that amonnt. 
This hall is ab^ut one-fourth smaller 
than the Lewiston city hall, while Lewis- 
ton is hardly as lafge and nowhere near 
as smart a town as Banger. 
Next, the commission ia not needed, it 
is not called for. The work is practically 
all done, except to decide which bid we 
will accept, and then to make a contract 
and appoint a superintendent who shall 
look after the city's interest and report to 
the City Government as often as necessity 
would require. 
The bill states in an honest appearing 
way that the commission shall not receive 
any compensation, yet states that their 
expenses while attending to their duties 
shall be allowed and paid for. Tbe lav, 
says that no member of tbe City Govern- 
ment shall receive compensation for acy 
duties performed, 
i It has alwayb been my 
desire to have this building built without 
any lobbery, or any one receiving any 
compensation. 
The bill provides fer a commission of 
nine men,—the mayor, two aldermen, two 
Councilmen, and four citizens. 
This 
would make so large a commission that 
It would be almost impossible to ever get 
them all together, and they probably 
would never agree If they did meet. 
It is too large by one-bait, as any prac- 
tical builder; will tell you. Then, again, 
if It should bo happen that none of tboee 
members of this government should be re- 
turned next spring, the City Govern ment 
would be entirely unrepresented exoept 
by the mayor. This I am decidedly op- 
posed to. I believe the City Government 
were elected to do the city's business for 
tbe municipal year, and should do It. 
Had the people wanted anyone else, they 
would bave selected them. As for my- 
self, I am perfectly satisfied with the 
present committee, and I believe we 
should bave gotten along nioely, and have 
had tbe new foundation In before this, If 
the opposition had not bromght every in- 
floenoe to bear possible to wprry tbe com? 
mittee.

I do not believe, either, that It looks well 
for tints City Government to Infer by word 
or deed that! the next City Government 
will belesskis* thanw* are, and there- 
fore vote thepnselTM Into a oontmbuUm to 
hold over next year, (hereby depriving 
the next Cltr Governmental *ny honors 
they mar thht*. belong to them.
